Yesterday, the interesting (to Obinese) 
coremonyof ‘ beating the bull” way obsory- 
ed by the natives with due solemnity, ‘To 
the uninitiated 1 will explain what’ this 
means, The image of a bull made of bam- 
boo and-clay is. prepared and pladed in one 
uf the temples, aod on the Chineso Spring 
Solatice festival—4th February this year,— 
the officiala repair to this: temple and pray 
to oertain joss, and to a young boy: who 
represents the joss of the cowherds. When 
this has been done, the officiala armed ‘with 
-wands form-a—circle-round the image of the 
bull,and each touchesit lightly with his wand. 
At a given signal the leader rushes into the 
|temple; the crowd, numbering between 
4,000 and 5,000 people, as was the case 
yesterday, immediately set_ about demolish- | 
ing the bull and inorder that every one 
may obtain a piece of it, they push and} 
hustle each: other about, and blackened 
eyes and bleeding noses become the pro- 
porty of tho most adventurous ones. ‘Lhe 
iecos of clay are taken home by tho 
| fortunate ~ possessors, ‘who deposit them 
on their manure heaps, as it is thought 
that. a plentiful orop will result’ from 
their doing so. This image of the bull is 
painted various colora, and the preponder. 
ance of any particular color ia arranged by 
a blind man at Peking. This celebrity has 
a sheet of paper and some-paints placed be- 
fore him, and he daubs the former hap- 
hazard, the Chinese considering his daubing 
prophetic. Black signifies famine; there- 
J fore if the black preponderates there will 
be ascareity of food, ‘Should yellow be 
prominent, then there will be plenty. 
White means rain, ‘and so on with the 
other colors. _ This peculiar_guatom of 
beating the bull is observed in all parts of 
-China,. varying howovor. very. widely.in de-_

While this was being carried out it unfor- 
tnuately happened through. an error in 
judgment, or not knowing that any such 
danger existed, the vessel struck on a 
aunken rock that lies some three hundred 
yards to the eastward of what are known 
ag the Plymouth Rooks and remained fast 
on it, That rook has been known for some 
years as the Haiyo.maru Rock, that unfor- 
tunate vessel having struck it on her way 
from Yokohama to Kobe, but as sho was 
going at great speed at the time she bounds 
ed off and sunk alniost immediately, caus. 
ing the loss of nearly all her crew and 
passengers, : 

In the present instance, although thero 
has been no loss of life, ‘and both oargo and 
yessel may ‘ultimately be saved should the 
weather. keep good, we-would suggest that
